The Sealiiis- Schooner " Maiul S.' 
Strikes on North Island and 
Seals Her Fate. 



Narrow Escape of Captain and Crew 
—Loss §12,000, Partially Cov- 
ered by lusnranee. 



A gale of wind, a dark night and a 
treacherous coast line were the three 
potent factors in the destruction of still 
another of the unfortunate sealing fleet, 
the schooner Maud S., commanded l>y 
Capt. McKiel ami owned by Messrs. 
Klford it Smith. The news of the dis- 
aster was received through the arrival of 
the steamship Danube from the North 
yesterday morning when Gapt. McKiel 
with his crew returned to tell 
the story of Ida ill-starred venture. 
Where the vessel struck is North island, 
wdiich lies to the northwest of the titieen 
Charlotte group. It was while rounding 
a point leading into Di.xon entrance on 
the 23rd of last mouth that the misfor- 
tune occurred. Captain .McKiel noticed 
a storm brewing on the afternoon of that 
day and wss tunning for that water for 
shelter. The storm, however, overtook 
the vessel before tJie haven was 
reached. A strong pale blew 
from the south and the rain 
fell in torrents. The schooner was 
driven in spite of all elTorta towards the 
shore, and before the anchors could be 
lowered in time to take hold she struck 
a rocky point which pinned her hard and 
fast. All but Captain .McKiel, a white 
meiiiber of his crew, two Indian hunters 
and a boy ituijiediately left the Sclifoner 
in their canoes. They had no sooner 
gone than the wreck, struck by a heavy 
sea, gave one n.ightj' birch and was 
thrown on her side, the niaets alone pre- 
venting her from turning turtle. Then 
came the critical lime for those 
aboard. They crawled out on the 
bowsprit and awaited their opportunity 
to make the jump of their lives into the 
raging surf. All luckily alighted well 
on their feet and were able to reach 
shore safely. In the meanwhile every 
surge of the sea was pounding to i>ieccs 
the tlisableil craft and it was but a slinrt 
tiiiu' before she was smashed to pieces. 
< hie box of biscuits was the only thing 
in the line of jirovisioiis saved but it 
sulticcd to last the necily nycr the most 
serious hour of di^i;^ess. 'I'licv liad made 
a lire on short! and so fared until 
their shipmates who hail taken refuge in 
canoes returned for them next niorning, 
when they were taken to some Indian 
huts not far distant. I'or a time all 
livfd on clams and lish, but Masset was 
linally beaded for, though not reached 
inside i f a week. Another week was 
spent at MitHs-et when all left in a siwaah 
schooner lor I'ort .Simpson, where con- 
nection with the Danube for Victoria 
was made. 

Tiie loss of the s(!.iooiier and her en- 
tire outlit means a loss of .$12,001), jiretty 
well covered by in.'iiirancc. 'i'he sclidoner 
« as a 07-lon criift and was hiiuigiit 
around here from Halifax in 'id, liaviiig 
fid inerly servetl as a tender to some of 
till' .Newfoiintllaiid canneries, 

Capt. Mclviel has been on the vessel 
on every cruise she has made in these 
waters, but never has he been on her 
tluring a season of so much rough 
weather. It, was on the 20th of Kebriiary 
lasl'wben he left Victoria on his last ex- 
pedition. He carried a crew of nine 
whites, and completed his compliment of 
men with twenty-indian hunters, picked 
up at Village island, Barclay Sound. 
On starling out from there he had eleven 
canoes, but before (Juatsino souutl was 
entered every one of these were smashed 
ill a single gale and retiuired repairing 
and renovating, t^uatsino was left on 
the lOtb of April, and the vessel workeii 
to the north. The canoes, however, 
were only lowered thrice and only 11 
seals were killed up to the time of the 
wreck.

Precautious Taken iu Liverpool in 
Order That No Inferior Goods 
May Reach Consumers. 



In the Manchester Chronicle ot April 
II ia a very excellent article on canned 
salmon with special reference to the 
British Columbia output. The writer 
seems to have taken every care to in- 
form himself as to the facts. He (luotes 
the first mate of the Glenogil, wlio bad 
many opportunities of watching the 
canning process on the Lower Fraser. 
This officer bears testimony to the high 
Standard of the work from a sanitary 
standpoint and " laughs to scorn the 
suggestion that the offal can pollute the 
water of the Fraser river, which is a mile 
across, a noble river, rushing down from 
the Rockies and open to every tide." 
He makes the strong point that the 
cheapness of good fish is the best guar- 
antee against the packing of those that 
have been spoiled, for tie saya no dealer 
could afford to have a lot of fish thrown 
back on hia bandst for any email saving 
there wonid be in using spoiled fish in 
preference to buying fresh ones would be 
swept away by the loss on a bad lot 
even if of very moderate quantity. After 
giving some debates in regard to the 
magnitude of the canning business in 
this province aud the process of putting 
up the lish lie gives the following par- 
ticulars as to the manner in whicii the 
caiKs are liaiidled in Liverpool: 

" The bulk of the Uritisli Columliia 
saliiion ia sliipped to Liverpool. The 
Lil'Miogil had Come round the Horn, and 
had made a fine passage of a little under 
1-10 days. .She had a cargo of over 
U7,000 cases, the largest ever brought by 
one ship. A trip through the ware- 
houses the other day gave me a definite 
impression of the immensity of this in- 
dustry, in which millions of pounds are 
invested. The cases landed from the 
(ilenogil were piled up in the ware- 
houses, and made an impressive display. 
The strictness of the teste by which it ia 
hoped to prevent the issue of defective 
cans was reassuring. In several 
parts of one of the line dock ware- 
lioiises men were at work opening 
ten cases in every 100, and 
carefully testing each can. The men 
are hO expert that they can tell by 
shaking the can near the ear whether 
the contents are sound, or have been 
" mashed " during the voyaee. It is 
also easy to tell a leaky or blown can, 
for its top bulges out and must be ob- 
served. The tins which leak badly are 
also noticeable in other ways. All these 
are thrown out and .are jiut in heaps 
along.-iile the main stacks ; but I was 
astonisiieil to liiul that they are iml, verv 
big hean~. In fact, tlu^ experts — one of 
t.'ieii! had l)eeii at Ihi^ business some 
thirty years— told me that the average 
number of rejections is not more than 
'.J ]ier cent. That is to say, (uily one 
tin in every 'JllO is rejectetl for 
defects, and even then the lish is (|uite 
tit to feed pheasants on. for which 
purpose it ia generally used. Some of 
the cases ivre found when landed to be 
only partly (illed. The suspicion is that 
some of the sailors have got at the cargo 
and helped tbeinselves to salmon as a 
slight change to salt meat. The -result 
is that the cans remaining in the (!apc 
jolt aii'Mil, ami are shaken eoiiHiderably, i 
and all such tins are carefully tested. 
Several were oiieiieil in my presence, 
aud ill spite of the sad turmoil tliiough 
which they ha(l passed sinci; last autumn 
thecontiMila were fresh and sweet, and 
(piile unbroken. This, surely, ia a test 
ol the ethcic'ticy of the packing. 

" But this is notall. .Someof thecans 
havi! • sweated ' ; that is to say, thu outer 
portion has rusted owinj^ to the heat of 
tlie hold, and each of these is cast aside 
for fresh lacquering and examination. 
Another strong point in the accusations 
was that do-overs— leaky cans which 
have been faked up in the canneries — 
are plentifully sold, and are very dan- 
gerous. The veteran expert assured me 
that he had not seen a single tlo-over 
for a long time, and that the percentage 
is inlinitesmal. After they leave the 
dock sheds, in cases and unlabelled, the 
cans are taken to the private warehouses 
of the merelianta. There tlie labels are 
put on each can, and every can is •care- 
fully examined once more before it is 
issued. Tlie irjrls label them with great 
laimlity; and it is worth noting that 
hug(^ orders for colored labels to wrap 
round thecans must be given. A tnil- 
iou of such wrappers do not go very far

of any other civio department. He had 
regarded the 'matter, which had threal- 
eneil the life of more than o&e citizen, as 
deserving of most serious iiuiuiry, and 
was of opinion that the evidence should 
have been taken under oath and keptfor 
reference. It was for this reason that he 
had taken- the stops he had in the matter, 
the law placing it upon him to direct the 
method to be adopted in administering 
thoatlairsbf thocorporation.

Engineer Wllniot Presents au Ex- 
lianstive Keport on This Much- 
Discussed Subject. 



The History of Constrnetion Re- 
viewed and Causes of Changes 
Explained. 



Appended is tLo report on the subject 
o! the filter beds at Beaver lake which 
E. A. Wilmot, city engineer, recently 
preaented to the mnyor and board of 
aldermen, and which was read at last 
evening's council tneetiug: 

ViCTOUTA, IMay 3, 1S!)7. 
Tu His Worship the Mayor ami Board 
of Aldermen: 

Gentlemen : — I have the honor to sub- 
mit for your examination the following 
report re filter bed contract, which the 
contractors claimed in Julv, ISDG, they 
had completed. As at ttuit tiino tliero 
was but little watei- iit;aiiit"t tlie inaiii 
dam iinJ coflertlani, aiul the contractors 
declined to let in tlie water against the 
main dam to tlio level of the lake sur- 
face, there was aH'ordeil no o|iportunity 
of testiiij? the uorkg, which, accordinf; to 
tlie contract, must be in a waterti;;ht con- 
dition before being at;cepte<l by the city. 
Alter tlie heavy fall raina, early in 
December, IS'.iti, water rose in the west 
liltcr bed above the surface, anil stood at 
a higher level iiiaido the nnun dam than 
the level of tlio water outsiile, which 
demonstrated the fact that subsoil water 
found its way into that filter bed 
through or under llie west wall. Later 
on in the season, when the lake roeo 
sufficiently to overflow the coU'enlani, 
ttuis bringing the water against the 
main dam lo the lake level, numerous 
leaks were developed in the filter beds. 
The contractors, some time in the latter 
part of Marcli, in order to ascertain the 
causep of Iheae leaks, cleared away the 
filtering material to tlie concrete lloor 
alongside of tlie west wall of the west 
filter bed and a portion of the 
length of the main dam wall, 
thereby exposine to view numerous jets 
of water spurting through both of these 
walls in streams varying in volume from 
about an to about ^4 of au inch in 
diameter. These leaks were principally 
between the level of the lloor and that of 
the sand sarface. After ascertaining 
that the walla were porous, and cement- 
ing up some of the cracks thut existed, 
the contractors ceased furtheroperationa. 
The removal, by my directions, of a por- 
tion of tliis filtering material alongside 
of the culverts in the west and central 
lilter beds down to the concrete floor, 
exposed in tlie former case an open joint 
about of an inch wide between the 
concrete floor and the side of the culvert 
and in the laiter case a longitudinal 
crack about '•'n of an inch wide in the 
side of the culvert wall, showing that the 
outer portion or footing courie of the 
culvert foundation had settled, causing 
th« lateral drain pipe which is built 
into the culvert at the place inspected 
to be shattered. There is also an open 
joint between the concerete floor and 
the side of the culvert similar to that ob- 
served in the west filter bed. 

The leakage observable through the 
walls and through the open joints be- 
tween ihe floors of the filter beds and 
the culverts would be suflicient to ac- 
count for the water outflowing from the 
beds. 

The leaks through the walla, esjiecially 
through the main dam wall, which is 
about eight feet thick, is evidence of 
faulty construction, resulting either 
from an insufficient quantity of cement 
being used or carelessness in mixing the 
concrete, or from both causes combined. 
The open points aloncrside the culverts 
may or may not be caused by bad con- 
struction, but they lead to results which 
the contractors assumed the responsi- 
bility to guard against. 

The endeavor of the contractors to 
place the rca|>oiiijibility of their ilepar- 
ture from the epecillcation, as regards 
thickneaa of concrete lloor, U|)on the en- 
gineer, haa evidently produ.:ed ttie iiii- 
presaion oii the iiiinds of some that the 
leaky condition of the works is due to 
that alteration, whereas the causes of 
the leakage cited are not eli'ccted by the 
thickness of the lloor. If, in addition U) 
the defects above referred to, the concrete 
floor also is ruptured, it would not 
matter in the least whether that floor 
was 4 inches or 6 inches, or even li> 
inches in thickness, it would have rup- 
tured all the same, if the filled in mater- 
ial on wliich it rested had settled un- 
evenly, on account of its variable depth, 
or if it had to counteract the upward 
pressure of water due to the (lifferenci! of 
level of high water in tlie lake and the 
lloor of the lilter bed. In a recent com- 
nniiiication to the council from the con- 
tractors it Wits given to he understood 
that it was the custom for the engineer 
to give verbal instructions for alleraliona

When the 
abuttini; strip, the side elevation of 
which would not he so exposed is, ac- 
cording to tlie section obtained, 011I3' 
four inches thick, unleaa it wan with in- 
tent to mislead. It could not hiivo been 
for the purpoee of strengthenine the 
joint, for although the concrete at one 
side of the joint is six inches deep, that 
at the other side is only four, and con- 
seiiuently liaa the strength only of a join I 
five inches in depth. The contrautors 
represent that because there has been a 
less thickness of concrete used in the 
lloor of the filter beds than thfetspecified , 
and that this departure from the apecifi- 
cationa is the cause of the failure of the 
works as they exist at present, and that 
the engineer authorized the i;linnge; 
therefore the city is responsible in tJie 
matter. In this connection I beg to 
state; 

1. That the tbicknoBs of the concrete 
floor, the inaxinuini being six inches, 
haa no bearing whatever on the etliciercy 
of the works, ao long as it inipoees an 
impermeable coating between tlieground 
and the filtered water. 

2. That the leakage through the con- 
crete walls is due solely to bad construc- 
tion for which the contractors only arc 
responsible, and these leaks have no 
connection whatever with the thickness 
of the concrete floor. 

I would respectfully submit, with all 
ilue deference to your fionorabli! liody , 
that as in yome of ihe iiuealione connect- 
ed with the construi tioii 01 thu filter bed

Kritisli Columbia Likely to Have 
More Attention From the Dairy 
Commissioner. 



(From Our Own Corrospondent.) 
Ottawa, May 4. — Although the com- 
taittee staee on the tariff baa beeu 
renehed, it will bo some time before the 
reHolutiona pass. The feeling on the 
))art of the Conservatives is very an- 
tagonistic to some of them, especially 
that which relates to combinea. This 
particular clause proposes to empower 
the goverDiueat to put on the free Hat 
any article in respect of which a 
trust or combinanon to force up prices 
is formed. Unless an instrument of 
this kind is carefully guarded it will be 
seen at once what a powerful engine is 
;>laceil in the hands of the government 
to eq'ieeze those manufacturers who 
may not happen to be their political 
friends. Let ua see how this power 
niiirht be utilized. Supposing throe or 
lour men, with lota ol 8^)aro capital, 
were to Bay, " Let iia unite to purcluiae 
tlie entire output of Canadiiin cotton 
this year." They wouUl at once pro- 
ci!eil to nej;otiiLto with the different 
factories, and when tliey had com- 
pleted all their plaua, put up 
the price of the cotton goods. What 
would be the result? The innocent men, 
that is the manufacturers who had no 
part or parcel in forming.'the combine, 
each having nef;otiated his sales irre- 
spective of other companies in the busi- 
nees, would be the ones to suffer, al- 
though tlie combine has really been 
formed by persona not in the business at 
all. This is an instance of what /night 
very likely happen in this or any otiier 
country. It miglit apply to any class of 
goods in the country, and, under the 
tariff resolution as propclsed In- the gov- 
ernment, the men who had formed the 
trust or combine could not be reached ; 
only the men who are producing the 
Kooda and were not responsible for the 
combination. This shows how careful 
parliament will have to be to see that no 
injustice is done to any section of the 
community. Of course the government's 
majority in the commons will enable 
them to force through any proposition 
which they may submit, but when the 
bill conies to the senate it will there bo 
amended by the qualifying of the com- 
bines clause so as to render it compul- 
sory, supposing the government retains 
this feature of its policy, that before 
action can bo taken to kill a combine 
there must bo the impartial finding of a 
judicial bodv. In this way it is tliouglit 
the public interest will be sufficiently 
guarded. 

Parliament is wofully at sea over the 
reciprocal clause. On the strict reading 
of the dispatch of Lord Ripon there 
seems to be no question about Canada 
being bound to accord most favored 
nation treatment to Germany, Bel- 
gium and the« twenty-two other coun- 
tries which come within the same cate- 
liory. The government's contention, 
however, is that the circumstancea are 
entirely diflerent from what they were 
When the German and Belgian treaties 
were ujude in the early sixties. They 
contend that it waa never contemplated 
tluu they should apply to a aelf-govern- 
ing colony in the position in which 
Canada is to-day. lience, if the Im- 
perial government accepts this view it 
means that there will be some corres- 
pondence with Germany and with Bel- 
gium and that eventually these two 
countries will have to withdraw their 
protests. But, if on the other hand, the 
Imperial government ^ive way and 
Canada is ordered to admit these favored 
nation countries to the benefit of the 
reciprocal tarifT clause no doubt a stimu- , 
Ilia will have been given to tlie abroga- 
tion of these troatiefi. It is stated here 
that Hon. .loaepii Chaiiiljerlain is not 
greatly enamoured of eiermany and 
would' not he unwilling to try a diplo- 
matic iall with that country. 

Daring the past week the opposition 
has made a good showing in tfie tariff 
discussion. JIany Liberals have very 
reliu'tantly accepted the tariff, as its pro- 
tectionist features are not (juite in the 
line that they had anticipated. Sir 
Richard Cartwright has informed them 
that they must regard this simply as an 
installment in the direction of free 
trade, and looking at the matter from 
this standpoint they have had uo alterna- 
tive i)ut to accept. The Xortliwest mem- 
iiers, anch as (ilivcr, Richardson, 
lioiiglaa -and others, are very Bore that 
coal oil and agricultural implements are 
not phu-etl on the free list. This could 
hi: seen all through their Hiieeidies, hut 
like their lellow Liberala from Ontario 
thev have had to fall into line and say 
that the tarill' is all right, with the ex- 
ceptions named. , 

Col. Prior rendered good service to his 
constituents when he called attention to 
the manner in which the (juarantino 
reculations at William Head are being 
enforced. It is absolutely essential that 
at such an important quarantine station 
there should be neither fear nor favor 
shown to any one.

THE SLOCAN RIVER ROAD. 
Canadian Pacific Uay Build the L'ne Itself. 

The contract for the construction of the 
Slocan river railway from Slocan Cross- 
ing to Slocan City has not yet been let, 
as the officials of the Canadian Pacific 
railway are awaiting the arrival of in- 
structions from Montreal, says the Nel- 
son Miner. The rails fur tlie road, which 
will be I'O miles in length, are now at 
Kevelaloke awaiting sliipment. When 
tlie road is constructed one round trip 
will he made daily. 

An engineer is now superintending 
the construction of a wharf at Slocan 
City. A station will he erected at Slocan 
Crossing. The steamer Slocan, now lie- 
ing built at Rosebery, will be finished in 
about ten days. The time for construc- 
tion of the road ie a matter of conjetlture 
at present, but it will be bailtas quickly 
as circumstances will permit. 

The Vjranch will connect with the 
Columbia iV Konteiiay road aliout two 
miles east of Shicari Crossing. The 
engineers who have heen w<irkiiig on 
lower Kiioteniiy lake for some lime 
jiast moved their camp last we(>k to 
Slocan CroHsirii;, and appeariiru!es indi- 
cate that they will supeniiteml th(^ 
grading and cmatrui'tiou. There is a re- 
[lort a.broad that the couiiiany will huiM 
the road itself, and not hy contract at 
all. This may be the reason why I'lear- 
ing the right of way has been stopped. 
Some worlc is being done on the right of 
way within the townsite of Sloean City. 
The driving of piles for the railroad 
wharf is now going on. Rumor has it 
that construction of the branch will be- 
gin at Slocan (^ity end, as the Canadian 
I'acilic can lay ilinvii material more easily 
and clieajjly at that point. — Spokesriian- 
lieview.

A TBAPPBB'S TRIALS. 

Joseph Uorovits Has a Sorry Tale to Tell— 
• His Late Partner Under Arrest. 

.Toseph Morovita has jaat arrived at 
Chilliwr.ck on hig second visit to civiliza- 
tion in eeven months. In company with 
Chaa. Lundstrum he loft Uominir, Wash., 
on the "JOth of October last, bound tor 
the headwaters of Uhilliwack lake, where 
the two proposed to put in the winter 
trapping. Lundstrum claimed to be 
well acquainted with the route, and on 
leaving Deming took eight pack horsRB 
to Hannington, Nooksack" nver. From 
there to the lake it was supposed to be 
only live or* six miles, and the two hav- 
ing left behind at the pass all but one 
horse started out again with the expecta- 
tion of reaching their destination 
in about a week. With stiiooth 
travelling the distance might well be 
covered in any hour, but when the 
mmieroiis diflieiiltiea to be sur])a5Bed ip. 
an expedition of the kind are consitlered, 
the paekiiig of l,(iOO pounds of aupplieB, 
etc., through a country where even a 
trail ia a novelty and where occaaionally 
horse and pack wouUi have to be lowered 
over steep ileclivitiea as thoiju.h down the

But a week was not suthcient to bring 
them to tlieir journey's end, and forty- 
one daya elapsed before a i)lace thirty 
miles below the lake was reached— and 
that, too, after the hardest experieneea. 
b'ive days out the horse had to 
he filiot owing to heavy snowfalls 
and the lack of feed, and the creek that 
waa used for a guide was crossed ami re- 
eroased 27 times, now and again by 
means of trees felled for the purpose 
across the river, and on other occasiona 
by wading, the men, up to their waists, 
carrying their outfit in lOO-pound quan- 
tities. Three weeks were 'spent on the 
Chilliwack river trapping martin, but 
bad luck being met with, the two de- 
cided to continue on their way to the 
lake, ;iO miles ftw.iy. 

Ten miles of this distance ■was tra- 
velled, when a stopover of a tlay was 
taken to replenish the long-exliausled 
supply uf meat. The hunt, according 
to Morovits, started early in llu; morn- 
ing, and waa instituted in an independent 
way, each man taking a tlill'erenl course. 
.%lorovitz says he did not return to camp 
Until night, when to his surprise he 
fonnil Ilia partner .'ninsing. After wait- 
ing an hour or so until darkness came on 
he came to the conclusion that Lund- 
strum was lost. Eating a lonely supper 
he determined on searching no more 
until early morning, and when tiiiished 
with the meal went to his valise for 
some tools to repair a shoe. To his 
astonishment he found fSO of hia money 
cone. Lnndgtrum'a disappearance vfae 
then cxiilained and Morovits, concludinc 
that bis Mian bad suddenly taken his de- 
jiartiiro for Blaine, on the .\merican 
side, made the best of his jioaition. 
Next day he gathered up the 
entire eflecta of the exj)e(lition, 
which were strewn ten miles 
along the road and which all belonged 
to him, and building a small shack spent 
a fairly successful month trapping. On 
hia arrival at Chilliwack he learned that 
Lundstrum was in Vancouver and im- 
mediattjly swore out a warrant for 
his arrest. The prisoner was 
brought to Vancouver, where he 
irtood a preliminary bearing and was 
sent up for trial at the assizes 
this week. Morovits afterwards return- 
ed to hia shack near the lake and has 
been there ever since, lie found the 
little fur-bearing animal in great num- 
ber but eonsideiH biineelf more for- 
tunate in the discovery of some rich 
goid-Dearing quiirt/,,
